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Commuter 
service coming 

Looking for residents to 
jump on board

Didsbury is about to become a little more commuter 
friendly with two bus lines preparing to shuttle workers to 
Calgary. 

Cardinal Coachlines, which currently runs a commuter 
service from Carstairs, had originally passed on extending its 
line 10 minutes north when approached by Town council, 
but now it’s changing its tune. The service Is expected to 
begin its route in Didsbury as early as February. 

And a second bus company, Sahalla Coach Lines Ltd., is 
applying to start its own service in Didsbury, as long as there 
is enough interest. 

Sahalla’s president Don Rivers, who is also a former resi¬ 
dent of Didsbury, must collect a minimum of four letters of 
support from local residents to be filed alongside his applica¬ 
tion to Alberta Transportation. 

There will then be a 30-day window to contest. The only 
party Rivers expects might want to contest is Cardinal, but 
he said it would be unlikely because there is probably plen¬ 
ty of room for both services to operate. 

“It’s just one of those market share situations,” he said. 

Cardinal is expected to offer about 13 seats for Didsbury 
residents and Rivers anticipates there are far more who 
would use the service. But to be sure, he’s trying to get a feel 
for how much committment there actually is. 

“If we can get 30 to 40 people to say, ‘yes, if this starts up, 
we’re going to use you’ well then it’s a no-brainer, we’ll go 
ahead and get it going,” he said. 

Rivers said 30 year-round riders would be enough to make 
the venture viable and he thinks economics alone should be 
enough to entice conunuters to jump on board. 

“When you’re talking $20-plus a day for parking it’s much 
better to go on a bus,” he said. 

For long-time, local advocates of a commuter bus service, 
it makes sense too. 

Back in September, when Cardinal first rejected the idea of 
extending its line, Chamber president Scott Puttick said he 
hoped somebody else would step up to the plate. 

“When you take into account the winter roads and the cost 
of parking, or finding someplace to park, I think something 
like that is definitely beneficial,” he said. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore said she anticipates many residents 
will see the benefits. 

“Hopefully, being that there’s wear and tear, insurance and 
gas...there should be some incentives for people to use it, 
besides the fact that it’s environmentally friendly," she said. 

Moore has already offered a letter of support to Rivers and 
he hopes to attach six or eight to his application as proof 
positive that residents want the service. But to give him a 
better idea, even a phone call would help, he said. 

“If we can get some immediate feedback, we can maybe 
get this thing started up by late February or early March," he 
said. 

Commuters from Olds will also be welcomed on the serv¬ 
ice, and if there are enough Olds riders, the line could even¬ 
tually start there. 

Rivers has also put a call in to JED Oil, the Calgary compa¬ 
ny that recently purchased the old county building as its new 
head office. 

“Who knows, that could be a win-win situation as well," he 
said. 

“Maybe we can bring some people north and then the com¬ 
muters south and this whole thing will just be go<xl all 
around."

Fewer Didsbury kids are 
going home from school to 
empty houses thanks to the 
recently developed before 
and after school care pro¬ 
gram. 

Created by a local parent 
group, Didsbury Out of 
School Care Association 
(DOSCA), the program has 
been in operation now for a 
little more than four months, 
offering parents peace of 
mind as they rush to and 
from work. 

“(It) gives those commut¬ 
ing parents ample time to get 
in and get their kids there 
and feel confident they’re 
being taken care of,” said 
community services coordi¬ 
nator Nicole Aasen. 

Early on, program leader 
Jolene Leutschaft had hoped 
to draw a minimum of 20 
participants, but to date, 30 


children have registered. 

“The response has been 
great,” said Leutschaft. 

Kids like the fun activities 
and parents like the extra 
help. 

“Parents like the flexibility 
of the program and they like 
that it’s contracted monthly 
so if their schedule dot's 
change, then so can the 
times change for the kids to 
come to the program.” 

The program runs on a 
continuous basis, so more 
children are always wel¬ 
come. 

It’s available before schtxjl 
from 7:15-8:15 am. and 
again after school, front 3- 
6:15 p.m. Crafts, games and 
snacks art' offered to the 
kids. Billing for the program 
has changed recently from 
one hour blocks to half hour 
blocks. 

“A lot of the parents are 
much happier,” said 

Leutschaft. “Some may only 
nets! it in the morning from 8 
-8:20 before school, so now 
we’re only billing for that 
half hour.” 

“So we’ve made little 
changes to accommodate 
and just make the program 
easier and feasible for par¬ 
ents." 

Subsidies are now avail¬ 
able too, to make the pro¬ 
gram more accessible to 
everyone. 

“ I’ve had a lot of parents 
say that’s great, but I really 
can’t afford that much, so if 
we can help them out, espe¬ 
cially children who really 
would benefit from the pro¬ 
gram, we really try to do that 
for those families,” said 
Leutschaft.

Inn From the Cold 

Local women band together 
to help those in need

Thanks to a group of caring Didsbury 
women, homeless families coining Inn 
From the Cold in Calgary, will be a lot 
warmer this winter. 

Eight local women got together to sew 
19 blankets for families seeking shelter in 
Calgary churches through the Inn From 
the Cold organization, 

Myma Grimmon, whose daughter volun¬ 
teers with Inn from the Cold, said the proj¬ 
ect started as a gift idea for a friend and 
grew from there. 

“We were looking for a novel gift to give 
the woman who has everything, so it was 
decided that, as her gift, we would buy 
polar fleece to make blankets for Inn From 
the Cold,” she said. 

“Then, as only ever happens in Didsbury, 
wonderful people stepped up to the plate." 

Theresa McNeil, who operates Cozy 
Quilting, offered up the tables and sewing 
machines. 

Local women came forward and said, “I 
support the project. I’ll donate my time.” 

“Isn’t that a fabulous Didsbury proj- 
ect?”said Grimmon. 

What really struck a chord with the 
group is that many of the people using the 
inns are children and families. 

Bonnie Elgie, communications coordina¬ 
tor with Inn From the Cold, said the organ¬ 
ization typically has anywhere from 40 to 
65 people a night sleeping in their facili¬ 
ties, which are churches by day and inns 
by night. 

“But we don’t turn anyone away, so if the 
need is greater than that, we’ll look at 
hotels to help accomodate the demand,” 


she said. 

Over half of the approximately 20,000 
beds they offer each year are filled with 
families. 

“That’s something that can give them a 
bit of comfort and shows kindness from 
the community,” she said. 

“We certainly are very thankful for any¬ 
thing that can make our guests’ stay a bit 
more comfortable when they’re staying at 
the different inns every night.” 

Anyone who wants to get involved with 
Inn From the Cold is encouraged to go to 
their web site (www.innfromthecold.org). 

A wish list highlighting some of the 
areas of need is posted on the site. 

“We’re always in need of things like 
transit tickets, telephone cards, etc., to 
help our guests get around and make con¬ 
tacts with people they need to reach, to 
look for jobs and that type of thing,” said 
Elgie. 

Funded in large part by grants and 
fundraising initiatives, the organization 
can always use a little extra help. 

The next fundraising event is Toque 
Tuesday coming up on Feb. 6. It’s part of a 
bigger national campaign called Raising 
the Roof, an initiative to end homeless¬ 
ness across the country. 

Basically, it’s a one-day toque selling 
blitz in downtown Calgary. The toques sell 
for $10 with proceeds going to Inn From 
the Cold and The Backdoor, which helps 
homeless youth. 

Organizations, individuals, church 
youth groups are also encouraged to get 
involved by doing their own toque cam¬ 
paign.

Satellite 
service failing 



The other day we received a 
notice in the mail from our sat¬ 
ellite service provider notifying 
us that it is increasing its basic 
rate by $4 a month in order to 
“continue offering you the best in 
TV programming...”. 

What? 

How is gouging customers bet¬ 


tering service? 

But have no fear, the letter said. Our rates won’t 
increase until the end of our contract 

That is unless we decide to decrease the number 
of theme packs or movie channels we subscribe to. 

If we add any theme packs or movie channels, 
however, our bill will not increase. 

Apparently this company doesn’t have enough 
customers who willingly and continutally throw 
more and more cash at them, so it has found away 
to force customers to cough it up. 

I understand that this is a business and the point 
of a business is to make money, but every time 1 
deal with this company I’m left feeling like any¬ 
thing but a valued customer. 

When we first signed up for the basic service plus 
one theme pack, there was a long pause on the 
other end of the phone. 

Then finally a “that’s it?” 

Either we’re the only people on the planet who 
don’t want to pay an extra $100 a month for 
unneccesary channels or she hoped the pause 
would inspire as to sign up for additional packages. 

Before purchasing a satellite system, we had only 
one very fuzzy channel, so we didn’t need a lot of 
options. We just wanted to be able to turn on the 
TV and have more choices than just Deal or No 
Deal. 

We’d heard some people had received free sam¬ 
ple channels for their first month, so we asked 
about this. 

Yes, we can offer you movie channels free for one 
month., the woman said. Would you like to sample 
anything else? 

A sports channel maybe. 

She assured us we’d be getting these channels 
free for one month, but then the bill came and that 
wasn’t the case at all. 

We did get 50 per cent off the movie channel and 
one theme pack free, but apparently “a” sports 
channel translated to “three” sports channels and 
we were to pay full price for all but one. 

I’m not sure how “free” translates into” 
free...more or less...but mostly less”. Apparently we 
should have read the verbal fine print. 

After waiting on the phone for hours to complain 
to three different people, we gave up and paid the 
bill, but then the notice came and we were both 
fuming. 

We can afford to pay an extra $4 a month, but we 
shouldn’t have to. 

Unfortunately, our only other option is to switch 
companies, purchase a new satellite and receiver 
and hope their customer service is better. 

But our current provider knows we, and other 
customers, probably won’t take that risk and it’s 
taking advantage of that. 

But they assure us that they do appreciate our 
business and thank us for “choosing” them. 

As if we re;illy had a choice at t his point.

Chinook’s Edge School Division’s finances “recovered 
substantially" during the 2005-2006 school year, according 
to a recently released report. 

At a regular school board meeting Jan. 17, the board 
received a year-end financial review showing its reserves 
were $4.58 million, or 5.17 per cent of its annual budget. 
Despite being an increase from the past few years, super¬ 
intendent Jim Gibbons said the board will still face chal¬ 
lenges in the coming years. 

“The overall big picture tells us that we continue to live 
in challenging times,” he said. 

“Although we’re very pleased to know that our total 
reserves are at a little more than five per cent.” 

He cautioned, however, that the figure of five per cent is 
not entirely accurate. That amount includes $1.5 million 
already committed for the bus maintenance facility in

with $360,000 in additional fuel funding, as a result of 
unexpected fuel cost pressures. 

“Again, it’s the good side and had side of living in 
Alberta,” said Gibbons. 

“As much as we get increased energy revenues in the 
provincial scheme, we also have increased costs to run 
our buses and heat and light our schools.” 

While provincial funding has enabled the school divi¬ 
sion to reduce reliance on declining reserves, student 
enrolment continues to be unpredictable. In 1995 there 
were over 12,000 students enrolled in Chinook’s Edge and 
in September 2005 there were just over 11,000. Gibbons 
said enrolment will continue to decline, as the number of 
students graduating continues to exceed the number of 
students entering kindergarten. 

“The largest enrolment in almost all schoyls is at the 
high school level right now,” he said. 

“For whatever reason there are smaller numbers at the 
elementary level, probably people having fewer kids or 
maybe having them later.” 

While there is growth in a number of Chinook’s Edge 
communities, the expansion of the separate school divi¬ 
sion has more than offset this growth. 

Gibbons said that division funding is on a per student 
basis, but having less students also means there are less 
expenses for staffing. He said the division’s biggest chal¬ 
lenges now Eire being mindful of the cost of delivery, sup¬ 
porting small schools with declining populations, and giv¬ 
ing the same opportunities to smEiller schools as larger 
ones. 

Gibbons SEiid the finEmcial report shows the division has 
come “fsiirly close to budget.” 

Roy agreed, saying “the firiEincial results are better than 
we had budgeted for.”

REPRESENTATIVES OF THE CLASSES 

On September 21, 2004, Curtis Roth and Donald Fifield, as 
Plaintiffs, filed a proposed class action lawsuit in the Court of 
Queen's Bench of Alberta against the Government of Alberta on 
their own behalf and as representatives on behalf of all members 
of the above classes. The action was amended on January 26, 
2005. 

NATURE OF THE ACTION 

The lawsuit alleged that the Government wrongfully withheld 
benefits the Overpayment Recovery Class members were entitled 
to receive under Alberta's Assured Income for the Severely 
Handicapped Act, the Social Development Act and the Widows' 
Pension Act in the manner that it recovered overpayments from 
them The lawsuit further alleged that the Government wrongfully 
withheld benefits from the Underpayment Class members under 
a policy that limited the correction of underpayments identified in 
the administration of their benefits to six months. The lawsuit 
sought damages and other relief in relation to the withholdings. 
The Government was not required to file a statement of defence, 
but denied the allegations made by the Plaintiffs and disputed 
that the lawsuit should receive the Court's approval to proceed as 
a class action lawsuit. The Plaintiffs and the Government entered 
into a Settlement Agreement which was approved by the Court. 
TERMS OF THE SETTLEMENT 

This is intended as a summary only. If there is any conflict 
between this Notice and the terms of the Settlement Agreement 
(which is available from the Claims Administrator at their 
address or website below) the Settlement Agreement prevails 


Under the settlement, class members (or their legal 
representatives) are entitled to claim benefits by delivering a 
claim form to the independent Claims Administrator appointed 
by the Court. All claims must be supported by the claimant's 
statutory declaration that they are eligible as a class member, 
but claimants have a choice between two methods of 
establishing the amount of settlement benefits they are entitled 
to receive: 

Summary claim form - this form of claim will entitle 
Overpayment Recovery Class members to the following fixed 
amounts: $2,323 for recipients under the Assured Income for 
the Severely Handicapped Act, $1,105 for recipients under 
the Social Development Act, and $698 for recipients under 
the Widows’ Pension Act. 

Detailed claim form - this form of claim asks the Claimant 
to provide their best information to assist in processing their 
claim, and gives them the further option of stating the 
amount they are claiming. This form of claim will entitle class 
members to be paid the amount that is established they 
were not paid (in the case of Underpayment Class members) 
or that they repaid (in the case of Overpayment Class 
members) multiplied by a multiplier. 

The claims forms are designed so that a claimant can complete 
them without the assistance of a lawyer. 

The Government will be entitled to dispute a claimant's 
eligibility (in response to a summary claim), and both the 
claimant's eligibility and the amount claimed (in response to a 
detailed claim stating the amount claimed) by delivering to the 
Claims Administrator a Response within a specified time. A 
Response will require the Government to produce all of the 
records in its possession relating to the disputed issue, so that 
the Claims Administrator can then decide the claim on all of the 
available information. If the Government does not deliver a 
Response to a summary claim or a detailed claim stating the 
amount claimed, the Claims Administrator will accept the 
amounts claimed. The Claims Administrator may also require 
the Government to deliver a Response to a detailed claim that 
does not state the amount claimed, so that the Claims 
Administrator can then decide the claim on all of the available 
information The settlement also provides claimants with a right 
to appeal the decision of the Claims Administrator to an 
independent appeal adjudicator appointed by the Court 

Finally, the Government agreed to pay Class Counsel's fees and 
disbursements, instead of the Class Members having to pay 
Class Counsel out of their settlement benefits 

DO I NEED A LAWYER? 

The Claim forms have been designed so that an individual can 
complete them without assistance. If you wish to hire your own 
lawyer, you will have to hire that lawyer at your own expense 


HOW DO I MAKE A CLAIM? 

You can participate in the settlement of the Action by delivering 
a Claim to the Claims Administrator by March 31, 2007. You 
may contact the Claims Administrator using the contact 
information below to obtain additional information concerning 
the Settlement Agreement and a claims package. 

WHAT IF I DON'T WANT TO PARTICIPATE? 

Alberta Residents: if you resided in Alberta on January 11,2006, 
you are bound by the settlement unless you notify the Claims 
Administrator you wish to opt out. If you do not wish to 
participate or be bound by the dismissal of the lawsuit, you 
must complete an Opt Out Notice form and deliver it to the 
Claims Administrator no later than March 31, 2007. The form is 
available from the Claims Administrator. 

Other Canadian Residents: If you resided in Canada but outside 
Alberta on January 11,2006, and you do not wish to participate 
or be bound by the dismissal of the lawsuiL you do not need to 
do anything. You cannot participate in or be bound by the 
settlement unless you opt in to the lawsuit by delivering a Claim 
Form.

Make yourself available to listen, especially during the first few 
days. And be prepared for a little irritability and hostility—these 
are a normal, but temporary, part of the withdrawal process. 

Let them know about support services that are now available, 
like the chance to talk to former smokers at calgaryhealthregion.ca 
or the Smokers' Helpline (I-866-33AADAC). 


Also encourage them to talk to a doctor-counseling from a 
health professional doubles a quitter's success rate. Doctor’s can 
also prescribe nicotine replacement products, which can further 
increase the chances of quitting successfully. 

Help them avoid smoke and smokers as much as possible.Try to 
get them to join you in healthy activities that are not associated 
with smoking - like walking, running, yoga, bowling - or anything 
to keep them active, busy and distracted.

Cat lover calls for town to open eyes and hearts 


This is just a warning to all drivers who 
plan to take to the roads through the Town 
of Didsbury. If you stumble upon a help¬ 
less eat that has l>een ran over by a ear 
and needs assistance, don’t bother helping 
the animal unless you plan to take full 
responsibility and pay the vet bill, should 
the cat’s owner not come to its rescue. 

I am a resident of Airdrie and work in 
Calgary. 1 have no connection to the town 
of Didsbury, except for banking purposes. 
On Dec. 19 I w as in Didsbury for a banking 
appointment. After my appointment was 
over and 1 was leaving the community, I 
witnessed a vehicle ran over a cat. The 
vehicle never stopped and 1 wasn’t close 
enough to get the licence plate number. 

So. I stopped to see if the animal was OK. 
something 1 would expect every humane 
person to do. 

Tin' cat was injured, but no where near 
death. 1 had never come upon this type of 
situation so wasn’t exactly sure what to 
do. But, it was 7 p.m. and 1 wasn’t going to 
leave this cat for dead, when it w as 
nowhere near that. It just wasn’t able to 
move off the road because it had a broken 
leg and obviously needed some medical 
attention. 

1 went to the local vet clinic, which was 
obviously closed. I did, however, call the 


on-call number and talked to the vet. She 
advised me to call the Town of Didsbury. I 
did so, and only got the Town’s voice mail 
saying to c all a pager number for opera¬ 
tional services emergencies. In my mind 
that meant - water breaks, gas leaks - not 
animal control issues. 

With not knowing where else* to go, and 
being late for a meeting in Airdrie, I went 
to the RCMP station. They advised me - 
rightfully so - that it’s not their jurisdiction. 
The Constable, however, contacted the 
Town of Didsbury’s bylaw and animal con¬ 
trol officer who advised the RCMP officer 
the Town doesn’t deal with cats. That’s 
right - the Town’s bylaw and animal con¬ 
trol officer doesn’t deal with cats! 

The RCMP Cst. wished me well on my 
way. 

Eventually I called the vet out mid told 
her to come take this animal and I will try 
to figure out who is paying what later. I 
wasn’t about to just throw this animal 
back on the street, fully injured. She came, 
took the animal and did a great job. I have 
zero complaints about tin* local vet clinic. 
Hats off to them. 

1 lowever, a week into .limitary, I received 
an invoice from the vet clinic for nearly 
$200. An invoice that I wasn’t sure if it was 
coming my way or not. The vet advised me 


they might just write it off, or else contact 
the Town to set' if they would pay. 
Obviously, the end result is I got the bill, 
so no one else was wanting or willing to 
foot the bill 

My complaint is with the Town of 
Didsbury. 

I can afford to pay the $200 bill, but 
what if I couldn’t? Would I just have to 
throw the cat back out onto the street and 
drive away hoping it gets picked up by 
someone else with deeper pockets? 

According to the Town’s CAO that is 
what I would have done. Either pay up, or 
don’t rescue the cat Ls what I have been 
told. 

And, even though I can afford the bill the 
Town of Didsbury has a responsibility to 
come up with a solution for these types of 
situations. In my attempts to negotiate 
with the Town of Didsbury on who pays 
what, I was shut down by the CAO Roy 
Brown. He told me that it’s not the town’s 
or the taxpayers' responsibility that it’s 
mine. Yes, the innocent driver who just 
happened to be in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. 

In his mind it’s the “rescuer’s” responsi¬ 
bility, adding that the Town just can’t 
afford to foot these types of bills. 

In e-mails back and forth between 


Brown and I, he told me the Town tries to 
control cats through licensing programs, 
bylaws, and other sorts of things. 

However, this situation has NOTHING to 
do with any of the bylaws. I - a non-resi¬ 
dent of Didsbury - came upon an animal 
that needed help in a town where I don’t 
pay taxes and I am told it’s my responsi- 
bilty. So, basically - if I have a heart, I will 
fork over the money, if I don't 1 would 
have kept driving leaving the cat for dead. 

Brown ;uid Didsbury’s town council 
need to address this issue. This should not 
and is not the responsibility of good 
Samaritans who try to do something good, 
and end up getting punished for it. This 
has nothing to do with bylaws or keeping 
your cat on a leash. Obviously the owner 
of the cat I reseated didn’t care enough to 
go to the vet to find their animal, so whose 
responsibility does it become? 

It should be that of the respective 
municipality in which it happened - not 
the good person who stopped to help out 
;ui innocent, ii\jured animal. 

The Town of Didsbury 01*0(18 to open its 
eyes mid hearts a little more, rather than 
their CAO coming down on good, o|>en- 
hearted people and saying no.
